SUSPECTED THIEF 


“Licking” Is Better for 
Boy than the Reform 
School—Arnold. 


Judge Victor P. Arnold of the Ju- 
venile court came out yesterday as an 
advocate of corporal punishment for 
boys who are incorrigible, James 
Froeme, 17 years old, was the first vic- 
tim, and his father, Joseph Froeme, a 
carpenter, administered the punish- 
ment in the judge’s private chambers, 
Judge Arnold acting as referee and 
holding the watch.

Discussion of the Monroe doctrine 
amendment by the league of nations 
commission last night (Thursday) is de- 
scribed by those present as having 
been of a dramatic character, conclud- 
ing with a speech by President Wilson 
deprecating the opposition which had 
been expressed and upholding the doc- 
trine as one of the great bulwarks 
against absolutism. The debate came 
late in the session, after other subjects 
had been passed upon. 

The British attitude had been in 
doubt until the last, but Lord Robert 
Cecil turned the scales by announcing 
that he saw no objection to the amend- 
ment in the form presented by the 
president. M. Larnaude of the French 
delegation followed Lord Robert with 
objections to inserting the Monroe doc- 


trine.

The Chinese also offered objection to 
the amendment on the ground that its 
language was so extended that it might 
validate certain principles and claims 
affecting Chinese affairs. 

The president paid the closest atten- 
tion to the opposition to the amend- 
ment and jotted down notes for a re- 
ply. In his speech the president spoke 
with great earnestness and with some 
evidence of feeling.

If all of them were not embodied in 
the covenant of the league, they were 
told, it was because it was deemed 
inadvisable to burden the league with 
a multitude of details before experi- 
ence had shown of what it was capa- 
ble. 

“The commission discussed the re 
preg of the covenant received from 
the drafting committee, and covered 
the articles from one to ten. There 
will be discussion of the subsequent 
articles tonight.”

enemy of the submarine was not the 
depth bomb, but the unromantic, pro- 
saic, anchored mine.

’ One of the most important duties of 
submarines, said the captain, was 
planting anchored mines. It was an 
anchore@ mine planted by a German 
U-boat that sank the British ship on 
which Gen. Kitchener was a passen- 
ger. The mine had not been placed 
especially to sink Kitchener's ship, 
but because the Germans made it a 
practice promptly to place mines along 
every new route to which traffic would 
be diverted. 

British Attacks Fail. 

I asked Capt. Bartenbach how long the 
British tied up his operations by at- 
tacks on Ostend and Zeebrugge. 

“ During the entire time of the war,” 
said the captain, “the channel for 
the passage of German submarine boats 
at Ostend and Zeebrugge was never 
clesed for as much as two consecutive 
minutes. The British attack was a 
giorious thing done with splendid au- 
dacity and dauntiess bravery, but it 
was an absolute failure from a mili- 
tary standpoint. In the first attempt 
at Ostend two British boats missed 
the channel and went ashore—their 
bones are rotting there now—while in 
the second attempt the Vindictive 
found the entrance to the harbor, but 
was sunk almost immediately. The 
wreck is still there.”

New Alderman Thinks He Has 
Grievance Against M. V. L. 


(Third of a series of articles in- 
troducing the fifteen new Chicago 
aldermen.) 


BY CHARLBS N. WHEELER. 
Mathew Hibbeler, the new alderman 
from the Twenty-second ward, fur- 


| nishes a typical jllustration of how the 


Municipal Voters’ league seems to get 
“in bad” occasionally. At least, the 
league will not have a warm champion 
in Hebbeler, although he signed both 
its platform and pledge. 

“Some things they must explain to 
me,” Hebbeler said to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter. 

And the why of it fs this: 

Hibbelen and Rudolph L. Schapp— 
both of German descent—were the 
Republican and Democratic candidates 
respectively. Both were new men. 
Hibbeler never held a political office. 
Schapp has held appointive offices un- 
der the regular Democratic organiza- 
tion many years. He is now a clerk 
in the board of review. He is known 
as Rogert Sullivan’s man. 


Ward Is Democratic. 


The ward is normally Democratic by 
between 2,000 and 3,000. It looked like 
‘a “cinch” for Sullivan’s man. But 
Hibbeler won, though Schaap drew the 
indorsement of the league. Hibbeler 
is the first Republican alderman elect- 


nent many years ago, when the ward 
vas supposed to have been made safe 
‘or Democracy for all time by the 
zerrymander route. 

Hibbeler commands the respect of 
the neighbors. The finger of. sus- 
picion, his neigh- 
bors say, has nev- 
er been pointed at 
him. He owes no 
man and no man 
owes him. He is 
a successful busi- 
ness man, a man 
his neighbors say, 
of thrift and 
home loving hab- 
its. 
He was born in 

=| Germany fifty- 
three years ago—

Here Is His Story. 
Now let Hibbeler tell the rest of the 
story: 
“What I want you to tell me is why 
the Municipal Voters’ league said 
Schapp should be elected alderman 
and not Hibbeler. Some things don't 
look just right, I have some sus- 
picions. They must explain them 
away. 
“I went down to see the league men. 
They talked with me for an hour. I 
signed their pledge. Then when it 
came to the election they turned 
around and indorsed Schapp. They 
said Hibbeler had a good reputation, 
but elect Schapp. 
“Why did they do that? Schapp ha» 
no business in the ward as I have. He 
has been a politician all his life. He 
is one of Roger Sullivan’s men.

ment by the General Motors corpora- 
tion that it would spend $37,798,000 dur- 
ing the present fiscal year for building 


tconstruction and plant extension work, 


which will furnish work and capital 
for thousands, comes the announce- 
ment of an empfoyés’ saving and in- 


'vestment plan, under which the cor- | 
, poration will give its workers a chance 


to share in the business and will en- 
courage thrift by depositing in an in- 
vestment fund an amount equal to the 
savings of the employé, dollar for dol- 
lar, up to $300 a year. 

The plan has been approved by the 
officers and directors of the corporation 
and will be voted on by the stgckhold- 


ers at the deferred annual meeting, to 


be hejd in Wilmington, Del., April 30. 
Eligible at Three Months. 


All employés who have been in the 
employ of the corporation or its sub- 
sidiaries for three months or more are 
eligible to participate in the plan. Each 
employé shall have the right to pay 
into the savings fund each year an 
amount not to exceed 10 per cent of 
his wages or salary, but in no event 
shall the amount exceed $300 a year. 
Payments must be made in amounts 
of $5 or multiples thereof. 

The corporation will establish an 
employer’s investment fund, and will 
pay into this fund an amount equal 
to the total net payments made by the 


employés into the savings fund. The 


corporation will credit interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent a year upon all 
amounts paid into the funds; such 
interest will accrue from the first day 
of the calendar month following such 


‘payments, and will be credited semi- 
annually on the last days of June and! 


December .of each year. 
Divided in Yearly Classes. 
The savings and investment funds 
will be divided into yearly classes, 


that is, a new class will be formed) 


each year to be designated “class of 
1919, class of 1920, class of 1921,” etc., 
and each class will mature five years 
from the date of its formation; thus 
the class of 1919 will mature on Decem- 


ber 81, 1924, the class of 1920 will’ 


mature'on December 31, 1925, etc.

THINKING CONCRETELY. 

Senator Hiram Johnson, commenting on the re- 
port of the incifient mutiny among American 
‘troops in Russia, reminds the American public that 
“we have here before us, concretely, a league of 
nations,” and he remarks: | 

“This’ league, governed by the allied council, 
decreed the Russian adventure. The United States 
objected, and for six months resisted. The United 
States was outvoted and finally its opposition was 
broken down, and the decree of foreign nations, 
against the wishes of those in command of our 


‘government, was carried out. 


* American boys were sent to north Russia under 
British command, and American soldiers were sent 
to Siberia under Japanese command. American boys 
are fighting in north Russia under British com- 
mand against overwhelming odds, and to the agon- 
ized appeals of their fathers and mothers and wives 
the answer of our government is that the matter 
is in the control of the allied council—the existing 
league of nations.” | 

On the same day the report of the Russian inci- 
dent reaches us we read that Secretary Lansing 
has appealed to the California legislature not to 
pass measures of land ownership restriction, and 
the legislature has replied promising not to do so, 
but petitioning the president to take action on the 
immigration question which shall make such legie- 
lation unnecessary. 

We have here, concretely, as Senator Johnson 
might say, another instance of the relation of our 


special interests to the league project, and the 
American people must look at the implications and 
commitments of the league covenant, not vaguely 


and sentimentally, but concretely and practically

THE MONROE DOCTRINE SAVED. 


When on Jan. 14 Tam Trisune proposed to 


amend the covenant of the league of nations by 


including a clause recognizing the Monroe doo. 
irvine there was a substantial protest even in this 


country against the simple plea for the preserva, 


tion of American rights. 
Our best information from Paris now is that 


THe TRIBUNE’s amendment is to be written into 


the covenant. It is to be written in, according to- 
the latest cables, on the request of President 
Wilson. 

The president is said to have admitted the va- 
lidity of the amendment after an explanation that 
he had previously deemed the league covenant suf- 
ficient. We do not pretend to know that the cove- 
nant would not have been sufficient; we merely 
insisted there could be no question of the mean- 
ing of the Monroe doctrine. 

The president was wrong in resisting the Mon- 
roe doctrine; but we think he is right in support- 
mg it; and we believe that the league of nations 
will be a much more acceptable organisation so far 
as the United States is concerned with the Monroe 
deotrine nailed into the covenant than it ever 
could have been without it. 

THe TRIBUNE does not seek any glory, does not 
hasten to cry “I tolé you so,” nor claim undue 
aredit. We seek only to credit the Monroe doo 
trine and the American citizens who steadfastly 
insisted upon its validity. We want to be sure of 
America first. 

A few days after THe Trisune asked the inclu- 
sien of the Monroe doctrine, Senator Borah, 


quoting the editorial, declared, in his opposition to 


the league covenant ag it then stood, that the Mon- 
ree Gostrine expressed his own conmctions. 

Those who had accepted the league before its 
plan had been announced, and the covenant before 
it had been published, immediately began a cam- 
paign of vilification. Borah and his colleagues were 
excoriated as “ willful” obstructionists to the pres- 
ident’s policy. 

Among those who were not sparing in their re- 
huke were President Lowell of Harvard, former 


- President Taft, and William Jennings Bryan. These 


were supported by many newspapers which did

“No discrimination is being shown 
in the reducing of our forces,” an of- 
ficial of one of the packing companies 
said, in discussing reports that south. 


porn colored men, put to work during 


the war shortage of help, were being 
discharged. “It is a case of the sur- 
vival of the fittest, the best man stay- 
ing on the job. It is a fact that the 
southern Negro cannot compete with 
the northerner. 


Negro No Bolshevik. 

“The northern colored man, how- 
ever, is a good steady employé. You 
can’t make a bolshevik out of him no 
matter how long you argue. There 
have been attempts made by foreign 
agitators to try to instill ‘red’ ideas 
into the ranks of the colored men, but 
they usually meet with ‘strong arm’ 
methods. The northern colored man, 
and this goes also for the southern 
one, not only thinks the United States 
is the best ever, but won’t argue the 
question, and several bolsheviks who 
have attempted conversions of them 
have had narrow escapes with whole 
skins.

Beat the yel- 
lows and then the whites and add a lit- 
tle of the beaten white to the yellows 
before adding the ‘sugar and beating, 
then fold in the whites and three- 
fourths of the cream whipped, d 
pour over all slowly the hot gelatine 
dissolved in the milk and beat until 
rearly cold. Put in mold and atir 
about three times while it is setting.
